Dakota, and owner of the store doing the largest volume of business 
ot any store in the I niteci .'-tales, in town u; if r 5000, has just com­ 
pleted a tour, visiting fifty Texas Cities, analyzing to Texas Mer- 
* 
chants methods to get more business. 
"I find that a great many merchants in thi- territory, probably 
* 
1 5 '/, , as startling as it may seem, arc rot using newspaper advertis­ 
ing. 
The Jo '/ that are advertising in the newspapers are just using 
a card, maybe two column, five inch'*', announcing the fact that they 
I* 
have good merchandise for sale at the tight price. 
Of course, there 
are merchants in the territory who are using newspaper advertising, 
and direct mailing advertising, and are consistency meeting com­ 
petitive competition, increasing their volume, and their net, year 
after year, and building some of the prettiest stores it has ever been 
my pleasure to see. 
But if the stores, in this territory, w'ould get 
actively behind an advertising program for their own store, and 
would advertise the merchandise, properly described and properly- 
presented, in their home town newspapers, the results would startle 
* 
them. 
The people in this territory really prefer to trade with their 
home town merchants. 
That is evidenced by the co-operative com- 
* rn unity spirit shown in all the towns I have visited, but I do wish that. 
in addition to my being able to compliment the merchants on their 
* very attractive stores, and their customers upon wanting to give 
them the preference, that I could truthfully congratulate the stores 
upon their very fine advertising department, or advertising pro- 
* grams. 
Some of the stores I have visited had fronts, while not as large 
surely as attractive, as my store in Devils Lake. 
Biome of the depart- 
* 
m ints were just as attractive as the Mann Store, but none of them 
could touch our advertising department. 
The newspaper editors of this territory evidently have not been 
able to convince the dealers, in every line of business, that news­ 
paper advertising is the logical means of increasing -sales and profits. 
* 
WE WOULD NEVER THINK OF LETTING A DAILY OR MONTH- 
* 
LY NEWSPAPER, IN OUR CITY, GO TO PRESS WITHOUT AN 
AD\ ERTISEMENT telling our people w*hat we have to sell, in most 
descriptive terms, and at the price at which it is offered for sale. 
Our grocery department advertising has been criticized by those 
who do not know, contending that the public knows that we have 
* 
two-pound cans of tomatoes for sale, and that we have Pet milk and 
* 
sugar, and they contend consintenly that I would do the same amount 
of business without advertising. 
They just do not know what they 
are talking about. 
V\ e increase, not decrease our newspaper adver­ 
tising every year. 
\\ e increased our sales last year and year before 
1 
in our grocery department alone $40,UUU.OU. 
We would not think of 
making a purchase of any consequence without backing that purchase 
up with a real advertising campaign. 
W e sold four carloads of watermelons in the great Mann Store. 
I received a wire from my son, while on this trip, to buy another car­ 
load while down here, and that they would prepare the advertisement 
to sell the melons. 
We get melons that average thirty pound',* we 
pay the freight .01 1 * • per pound, and when we get them up there we 
write an advertisement that makes the people want to taste those 
good, juicy watermelons from Texas. 
We fill our windows with 
Texas watermelons at 95* each. 
Every customer that comes into our 
store is told about the watermelons, and if the following day we have 
some special item in our dress department, then every customer 
that comes into our grocery department is told about the special 
dress values we have on tile other side. 
1 
U e do not think that we could "build ou business without news- 
1 
paper advertising. 
We do not beleive that we could consistently in­ 
crease »ur sales and profits if we did not use the newspapers. 
We 
* 
have the same kind of competition that you have, the same chain 
stores, and we have a lot more that have not come South yet. We 
meet them and beat them, consistently, by using the same method 
that they use to get buainess-the printed word. 
In addition to our 
* 
newspaper advertising, which absorbs the bulk of the advertising, we 
* 
circularize 7000 customers at least once a week. not with a general 
* 
circular but with a specific gpeacial that we are offering. 
Our cos- 
* 
turners know that we are in busines, and when they receive literature 
* 
from large town stores, the thought occurs to them, I wonder if the 
* 
Mann Store could not supply me with that same merchandise/ 
The 
* 
other fellows advertising is really building business for us. 
Mer- 
* 
chants who fail to carry on big advertising campaigns must eventual- 
* 
ly fall by the wayside.” 
* 
Mr. Mann, whose phenomena! success as a retailer has caught 
* 
the attention of such widely circulated publications, as Success Mags- 
* 
zinc. The ( ountrv Gentleman, Saturday Evening Post, and the Phila- 
* 
deliphia Ledger, together with scores of smaller publications through- 
* 
out the country. 
The Mann Store, he said, attracts customers from 
* 
a distance of 7u miles when special advertising campaigns are 
* 
opened. 
* 
“ When I have anything to sell, what do I do?” he said. 
“ I 
* 
advertise. 
VS hen I want anyone to come to my store, I advertise.” 
* 
Single page and double page advertisements are insorted in the 
* 
small Devils Lake newspaper, which has a circulation of 22U0 sub- 
* 
scribers, at regular intervals, 
Mr. Mann beieives in consistently ad- 
* 
vertising. 
He declares that advertising costs him nothing. 
The 
* 
tremendous drawing power of the advertisement, he said, makes up 
* 
for the expense of the advertisement. 
* 
A number of big advertisements run in the Devils I.ake news­ 
paper were shown by the merchant. 
The number of 
dollars each of * 
them returned in the form of trade was enormous. 
* 
The Devils Lake man also employs to some extent price cards 
* 
backing up his advertising. 
He scored pencils, calendars, and other 
* 
articles as effective advertising mediums. 
Pointing to a calendar on 
the wall, he asked if the expense involved would ever he returned in 
the shape of increased trade. 
“ I don’t want to knock anybody’s 
business,” he said, “ but that system of advertising does not pay.” 
Mr. Mann will be in San Antonio the week of July 29th, and will 
deliver a series of addreses to Texas Merchants. 
He will, by special 
appointment talk with merchants individually or in small groups, 
about any service advertising merchandise, purchase control, display, 
cards, or delivery problems, that the merchant might have, without 
cost, of course, to the merchants as they come to San Antonio, 
through the courtesy of the Service Wholesalers and Manufacturers.
